THE DREDGING SCHEME. 

The debate on tho Governor's communica- 
tion in reforence to the improvement of Vic« 
ton's linrbor, came on in the House yeaterJaj . 
So far as the discussion itsell was concerned, 
it was one of the few interesting debates ul 
tbe Session. Mr. UeCosmos' statement was 
clear nnd minute even to a fault. Mtijoi 
Fo-ter was moro thau usually logical, anil 
brough. jut some points well worthy of at- 
tention. Mr. Franklin enteted it to a slight 
explanation ol the fact that although the vote 
was only thirteen odd thotisnnd, £'18 000 tinu 
been 6et apart in the Loan Act lor hutbor im 
piovernenl. Dr. Helmcfcen, as usual, came 
in nt the last, and in this iustanee made the 
most sensible and consequently the most pruc 
tical remarks of tho four speakers. Mr. D. 
Cosmos' financial statement hud the misfor- 
tune of being bused on purely hypothetical 
ground*. If tho necessuty improvement* 
of Victoria barbor could bo accomplished 
in tbreo years, his scheme of providing 
the ways and means would lie unobjec- 
tionable. His estimate of the current 
expenses, allowing n proper margin f"t 
contingencies, comes up to about lite ti ^; - 
ute we computed in our lust — a little ovei 
£70U0 a year. But beyond the ipse dixit ol 
Mr. Pemberton— whom recent events p>ove 
to ba rather unreliable— there is no foun- 
dation whatever for any statement thui 
reduces ilia term required below tbui 
computed by the Commissioners. Mr. D. 
Comiios suys lltul Mr. Pemberton has had hit 
understanding enlightened a little about t b> 
powers of dredging by his recent visit lu 
Englui.d, and as a consequence thinks thai 
the HBlirnule of his culleugues on the Harboi 
Coniniiss'on is totally erroneous. We bave no 
objection whatever to Mr. Pemberton goitia 
to England to It-urn the capacity of 11 steuit 
dredge, provided the public money is 
not lo be invested in this questionable 
tuition, but we think modesty should liavi 
kept this gentleman in the Gist instance out 
ol a comamsion whoso duties hu now ac- 
knowledges were totally beyond his compre- 
hension. The bnsis, therefore, which Mr. De 
Coi-raoa takes (or his calculations is by no 
means proved lo be a sound one. The Corn 
mission "guurd against the expectations Hint 
any permanent tesults can be looked 1< r 
under a series of years" and state the im- 
probability of the dredging wotk being com- 
pleted," under javorable circumstances, within 
a period of six or seven yents." To what su- 
perior authority in Victoria can Mr. DeCo;- 
mos look than this Board of Commissioners'! 
Surely Mr. Pemberton's statements on this 
question, supposing he wa? per ectly reliable 
on others, are nl the bed ex parte and inter- 
eateil ones. It is his policy no* to put the 
best face on matters and pretend that the ex- 
pense of improving our harbor is u very trivial 
aff.ir indeed. 

Taking, therefore, the most favorable 
lig t in which the Harbor Commissioners 
can view the work, and accepting Mr. De 
Cosmos' estimate ol the working expense, we 
have in round numbers an expendiiure ol 
JC50 000 during the ensuing seven years. As 
this cum is intended lo be provided for by 
loan, we have, along with the £20.00' al- 
ready almost implicated in the purchase ol 
tbe machinery, &c, the, ink-rest of £7U,U0(> 
to pay, which at 6 per cent, would yive us 
the comloitnble addition lo our tuxes ol 
£4,200 n yenr. Now is there a disinterested 
or even mine man in the community who 
would say I hat Victoria or the colony gener- 
ally can afford to pay this amount for what 
must be at the best a very imperfect improve- 
ment. Mbjor Foster was right in pointing to 
the absence of encouraging ilala to enter 
extensively in the dredging work at all. He 
might, indeed, have gone further and shown 
that some of tho besi engineering laleul bud 
pronounced against the expenditure of either 
much time or money on any such under 
taking. Ho might have quoted Captain 
Richards' report, and pointed out ibe diffi- 
culties that beset the pr-ju'jt, and have 
.further shown that the bar which seems so 
terrible a bugb»ar to Mr. Pemberton and his 
" urinauticul " Irlends generally, and against 
which they are eager and impatient In set 
their '' Confederate" dredging nun, is actually 
the safeguard of the harbor. It is well 
known to the lew scientific men, as well as 
the skilful sen ci.ptains amongst us, that tun 
for this protective barrier our hurbor would 
be filled with solid evety time lite south or 
sou-westerly winds rippled the surface of tbe 
Fuca Straits. Here, then, is one greai 
natural ahield to our little harbor which in- 
considerate raskne-s would spend the pubic 
money in allenip ing lo remove. We do nol 
for u moment ntilicipale that, as Major Foster 
hinted, any hidden quicksands, so soon as 
the crust of tho bottom Acre biken of!, would 
rush impetuously to embrace the rather 
questionably puie waters of our hurbor, anil 
continue like an evil spirit in eternal rest- 
lessness ; because the pbysical t urroundinns 
nro auaiusl tho hypothesis; but we do believe 
that there aie both danger* and difficulties 
in the undertaking winch have never lor a 
moment entt'itd into the addled beads ol tho 
ambitious projeclors. 

Mr. Fiutiklin attempted lo check tno dis- 
cussion ol tho merits of the scheme, on the 
gmtuid, forsooth, that a former and certainly, 
as events lutve proved, half-willed House hud 
consented to vote money lor an object ol the 
ultimate expense ol which they had about 
as cortect on idea as the man in the 
moon. A fluirirb was made ubnitt iho tree 
port, which is about tho most accommoda- 
ting topic we know of; for so soon as a cer- 
tain class uf men amongst us get a lilllo ex- 
hausted about the biaiu, on no matter whul 
topic, we may look out immediately for it 
Quixotic attack on some imugiuuiy enemy 
to Iree irudu. Then wo ha I the necessity ol 
keeping faith with our contractors, and with 
the purchasers of real estate. Wo cm as 
sure Mr. Franklin that tieitber tho Houso nor 
the publio dasire the abrogation ol any con 
tracts. That we bIibII have to pay lor our 
dredger and its nccortipanimenlp, we arc 
quite ready to acknowledge) J but it is one 
thing bu>inc; an elephant aod another thing 
keeping birn.

Kxuiuiucd ny Mr. Ring— Admitted several 
payinuiiK by Quarles on general account, hui 
said he had m-ver received any payment on 
account of the advance. The blankeis were 
ihe only collateral security he received from 
Quarles, and knowing I hat the hank carefully 
examined goods upun which tiny advanced 
money, he was disarmed of suspicion on being 
told by Quarles thai tho hunk had already 
advanced upon the»e goods. He was now 
convinced that they were not the same. 

A colored drayman was nulled to prove 
the carriage of the bales from the Btore to 
r.i e warehouse, for which ho was paid hy 
Quarles. 

C. W. Wullace, recalled — I never saw 
bales of blankets marked in tho same man 
ner as the covering now produced. I went 
to Quarles' warehouse on Fort street yester- 
day, and saw cases rnurked Ihe same way. 

— Seaton, waterman, sworn — On Saturday, 
Mr. Quarles went with me and Martin in a 
bout to Port Dungeness We were hired by 
Quarles' servant to go lo Sooke.

McCaiin. sworn — I know Mr 
Q 'alien; Mr. J din Bishop, some time, iu Jan 
uary, came to me and asked me it I would 
advance some S1000 ou Ihree Lules of blan- 
kets in the Hudson Bay Company's ware- 
house belonging to Quarles; it was urrauged 
that 1 should go down and exuriine the goods; 
I wi nt down tu the warehouse with Bishop, 
who would not allow me toopen them, und 1
